G rady had no right

NCE a grain have football players 


begun to deplore the lack of an 
arrangement whereby may ba 
determined the champion eleven 
ot the country or at least the un- 


disputed leaders of the western or east- 
ern organizations. The sectional cham- 
pions can be determined only by com- 
parison according: to the present scheme 
of schedule making, and when It comes 
to deciding upon the national cham- 
pions only conjecture of the wildest sort 
is available. 


Clearly a sport so widely patronized 


as football should bo conducted on a 
national basis by an association formed 
of representatives of colleges eligible to 
a ranking In the "big «lx" In the cant 
and the "big nine" in the west. The 
westerners could submit their schedules 
to a committee appointed to see that 


^, every large team met Its prominent rl 


vals, the eleven finishing the series with 
the best record to meet the eastern 
champion, chosen in the same manner. 


Prominent college players and grad- 


uates are In favor of some arrangement 
of that sort in the hope that the game 
will become systematized, as Is the case 
In England, where sectional champions 
meet every year to decide the question 
of supremacy.

Clearly a sport so widely patronised 
as football should be conducted on a 
national basis by an association formed 
of representatives of colleges eligible to 
a ranking in the “big six” in the east 
and the "big nine" in the west. 
The 
westerners could submit their schedules 
to a committee appointed to see that 
every large team met its prominent ri­ 
vals, the eleven finishing the series with 
the best record to meet the eastern 
champion, chosen in the same manner. 
Prominent college players and grad­ 
uates are in favor of some arrangement 
of that sort in the hope that the game 
will become systematized, as is the case 
In England, where sectional champions 
meet every year to decide the question 
of supremacy. 
One of the crying evils of the present 
situation is that the unsatisfactory re­ 
sult of the season invariably gives rise 
to 
jealousy 
and 
bitter 
controversy 
among the colleges concerning the pos­ 
session of the premier’s title on a ba­ 
sis of comparison. 


Problem s to Be Overcome. 
In the east, where intercollegiate dif­ 
ferences spring into being with very 
little encouragement, the situation is 
always 
complicated. 
It 
would, 
of 
course, 
be 
Impossible 
for 
Harvard. 
Ya e, Princeton and Pennsylvania to 
meet each other annually on the grid­ 
iron because of the necessary shortness 
of the playing season. 
Furthermore, 
the absence of an inte. collegiate asso­ 
ciation such as I have already touched 
on precludes all possibility of their 
coming together. 
Under the circumstances it has be­ 
come the settled policy of all the mem­ 
bers of the “big six” to play but two 
championship contests each year. 
By 
this Is meant two games with teams of 
the same caliber and standing. 
Thus 
Pennsylvania plays Cornell and Har­ 


vard, Yale plays Harvard and Prince­ 
ton, Cornell plays Princeton and Penn­ 
sylvania, 
Harvard 
plays 
Yale 
and 
Pennsylvania, Columbia plays Prince­ 
ton and Pennsylvania and Princeton 
plays Yale and Cornell. 
Until the last two or three years Co­ 
lumbia met nearly all the members of 
the “big four.” 
None of these games, 
however, has been considered a cham­ 
pionship meeting. 
But the wearers of 
the blue and white have grown w’lser 
and now realize the utter Impossibility 
of trying to turn out a first class eleven 
to meet the strongest teams in the 
country and content themselves with 
two of them, Pennsylvania and Cornell.

The name of De Saulles will live long 
in Yale athletics.

varsity baseball team he won addition­ 
al fame. Strange to say, Johnnie went 
to Yale and filled the identical positions 
his brother held before him—quarter­ 
back on the eleven and second base on 
the nine. Johnnie was never Charley’s 
equal, but he has sterling material in 
his makeup, and should he ever again

This is what Charlie White says of 
the English boxer: 
“The English fighters are splendidly 
developed and adopt the fairest tactics, 
but they do not think as quickly as the 
Americans. As a rule, they do not pos­ 
sess the same amount of natural Intel­ 
ligence and cleverness as the fighters 
in this Country. 
English boxers—and 
there are more boxers than fighters 
over there—are constantly looking to 
score points with the left hand, where­ 
as Americans use both 
hands with 
equal effect. 
‘‘There are no good heavyweights in 
England for the reason that there are 
no Inducements for the development of 
such pugilists. In a word, there are no 
large purses hung up. 
This is due to 
the fact that there are not enough first 
class boxing clubs in Great Britain to 
hang up the coin. The National Sport­ 
ing club is the only organization of any 
account, and only purses are offered 
there.

President Roosevelt Was the 
Principal Orator 


By AseoctatM Press to The Sun. 
PHILADELPHIA, Ta., Nov. 6-Presi- 
flent Roosevelt was the principal guest 
and the orator yesterday at the sesqui­ 
centennial anniversary celebration by the 
grand lodge of Masons of Pennsylvania 
of George Washington’s entrance into 
the Masonic fraternity. 
The president was met at the station 
by Grand Master E. A. Tennis and the 
reception committee of the grand lodge 
by whom he was escorted to Masonic 
Temple, where the exercises began at 
noon. 
The celebration was exclusive, being 
limited to one representative from each 
subordinate lodge in this state, together 
with the members of the grand lodge 
and Its committees. 
Grand Master Ten­ 
nis delivered the address of welcome. 
Charles T. Gallagher, grand master of 
Massachusetts, responding. 
President 
Roosevelt was then introduced and spoke 
as follows: 
No m an can be insensible

It seems to me th at th a t which

country needs more

M aso n .th at 
ever 
l i v e d — W ashington—the 
homage 
of deeds, not merely words. 
One of the things th at attracted me 
po greatly to Masonry, th at 
I hailed 
the chance of becoming a Mason, vras 
th a t it really did live up to w hat we, 
as a government, are pledged to of 
trea tin g each m an 
on his merits ana 
as a 
man. 
When 
Brother 
George 
W ashington w ent into a lodge of 
a 
fratern ity he went into the one PlacJ- 
in the United States where he stood 
below or above his fellows, according 
to their official 
positions in the lodge 
Each one of us is naturally interest­ 
ed especially in life as he sees it from 
his own standpoint. 
Each one of us 
who is worth his salt is trying to do 
his share in working out the problems 
th a t are before all of us now at the 
beginning of 
the tw entieth century. 
And so does any m an in public life 
w hatever his position be, lf he is inter 
ested at heart, he has the desire to do 
some kind of substantial service for 
his country. 
He m ust realize 
th a t 
the Indispensable prerequisite of sue 
cess under our institutions is genuine­ 
ness in the spirit of brotherhood. The 
lesson of brotherhood first and fore­ 
most is to learn th a t lesson with a full 
heart on the one hand and without a 
w eak head on 
the other, the lesson of 
brotherhood—that is 
the 
lesson 
that 
has got to be learned and applied to 
us as a people if we are to 
the 
great industrial and social problems 
of today. 
If we could 
get 
wage 
w orkers and employers of 
any given 
occupation or in any given district to 
a lodge 
together, I guarantee 
he re 
suit. 
I guarantee w hat will happen 
M asonry teaches and fosters in 
the 
m an the qualities 
of self-respect and 
self-help: 
the qualities th a t make 
m an fit to stand by himself, and yet it 
m u st forestall every one who 
appre­ 
ciates as it should be appreciated, the 
beautiful and solemn ritual; 
it m ust 
foster in him a genuine feeling for the 
fights of others and for the feelings of 
others. 
Masons help one 
another in a way 
th a t 
is free 
from th a t curse of self 
condemnation. Now, in our life of to­ 
day we need 
most to understand 
the 
other’s view point; to understand that 
the other man 
is at the 
bottom like 
himself. 
Each 
of us 
should under­ 
stand that and try to approach the sub­ 
ject at Issue or any that arises with a 
firm determination 
not to be weak or 
foolish. T hat is helpful to your neigh­ 
bor. 
W eakness and folly and timidity are 
not helpful to your neighbor. 
Timid 
endurance 
of wrong doing may often 
be to commit one of the greatest evils 
th a t 
one possibly can commit against 
one’s fellows, but we will acknowledge 
th a t while 
insisting upon 
that, there 
m ust be no yielding to wrong and yet 
It is ever necessary to remember that 
you cannot 
appreciate the rights 
of 
the case until you are able to see and 
understand how 
your neighbor looks 
a t It, how he is affected 
by it. 
You 
take any lodge where, as Is the case in 
our own little lodge, you see the capi­ 
talist and 
wage 
worker, 
men of all 
classes, men of every kind of social po­ 
sition and wealth and see them m eet­ 
ing together as Masons in the fullest 
sense of the word, 
with a feeling for 
one another, that goes 
with masonry 
W hen one sees a lodge such as that, a 
meeting such as that, one sees how a 
cerain 
small 
fragm ent of our indus­ 
trial problem is to be solved. 
And so 
we can practically learn from W ash ­ 
ington how to deal with the problems 
of today. 
It was not W ashington’s genius alone 
th a t made him a great man of all time. 
You, worshipful grand master, here to­ 
day spoke of the great collossal world 
figures of Alexander, 
of the career 
of Hannibal, 
the mightiest warrior of 
the 
ages; 
of Caesar and 
Napoleon, 
each pf whom combined in a wonderful 
degree 
the capacities of emperor, ru l­ 
er and law giver. 
Great men but twice 
fortunate the nations that numbers no 
one of thtqn among its men. 
Great 
men who 
loom ever 
larger 


through the ages, but well it is for us 
th a t we see their 
figures through the 
mists across the seas. Great men, but 
a greater 
far 
was 
Washington; 
greater far was that man who should 
have been a Mason—Abraham Lincoln 
Great men, but less great than our he 
roes because our heroes really did hav 
it in them to prefer their fellow men to 
themselves; to prefer the state to their 
ambition, to their own fancies or real 
well-being, 
because our heroes 
were 
heroes 
for us prim arily 
and not for 
themselves. 
We are not here to have a chance, any 
of us. to do any work that remotely ap­ 
proaches th6 work done by them. Hut 
each of us has his work and accordingly. 
as all of us do or do not do our tasks 
in the spirit in which Washington and 
Lincoln did theirs will be judged. Ac­ 
cording as this Is done or not done will 
this nation succeed or fall in tho century 
which has opened before us. 
Washington and Lincoln—Washington, 
who when he came into a lodge of free 
and accepted Masons, cam£ in on an ex­ 
act equality with any humble farmer or 
meehanlc or any one else who was til 
that lodge.

alike. We are incapable of looking down 
on Lincoln because of his

bringing up. We are incapable if we are 
good citizens of the almost greater base­ 
ness of affecting to look down upon 
Washington because he was well brought 
up. There are two things to be remem­ 
bered. 
There is Just that much of 
a 
temptation before our people, a tempta­ 
tion that is Just as important to he over­ 
come and thrust to one side, the tempt­ 
ation to defy improperly the lack of 
material being; the lack of success. 
To flatter or cringe to the powerful are 
now vices In contradistinction to one an­ 
other; they are the same kind of a vice 
In different manifestations; 
the 
dema­ 
gogue and the courtier. These are les­ 
sons to learn from Washington’s own ca­ 
reer. Washington did his work not only 
because It was given him, but because 
he possessed to a marked degree, the 
qualities that every one of us has in him 
lf he chooses to develop them; because 
his name was a synonym for honesty, 
courage, common sense—the three qual­ 
ities for the lack of which no brilliancy. 
no genius can tone, whether in a man or 
in a nation.

Our system of government is the hest 
in the world for a people able to carry it 
on. lf each of us strives to have the 
citizenship of our country carried on in 
accordance with the basic principle of 
masonry and lf each of us shows accord- 
ir g to his power and Influence the hom­ 
age to Washington's career and life that 
is paid bv the mon with whom it is not 
lip loyalty, but with whom it is the spirit 
of the heart, that must bear fruit indeed.

In brief, 
the American 
Irish have 
to do for 
John Redmond

fund 
will be the 
most telling 
answer we can

Preparing to Act 


DO HOT LIKE TO CLOSE THE 


MILLS 


For Tw o Hours on Election 


Day 


The textile m anufacturing corporations 
in this city observed the law by opening 
tho mills at 8 o'clock instead of 6.30 aa 
usual. All employes will lose I 1-2 hours’ 
pay in consequence. 
Outside of the textile mills the spirit 
of the law was observed by permitting 
men to go out during the day to vote. 
In the large patent medicine houses the 
voting employes were authorised not to 
report for work until 8 o’clock, no charge 
upon their time being made. 
The action of the textile m anufacturing 
companies was uniform and determined 
upon by previous agreement. It is un­ 
derstood th at they are prepared lf called 
upon to test the constitutionality of the 
law, not only In 
respect to the dockage 
of pay, but aa to the power of the legis­ 
lature to interfere in the co ntrada be­ 
tween employer and employe. 
The early morning voting 
w as 
in­ 
creased a little, but in the judgm ent of 
precinct officers, nowhere In proportion 
to the degree th a t might have been ex­ 
pected. More than 20,000 women worker* 
are obliged to lose I 1-2 hours work each 
and pay therefore. Some of them ob­ 
jected strenuously. The largest vote of 
mill workers was thrown during the noon 
hour as usual. The 
majority, 
lf they 
voted at all, slipped into a booth on their 
way to work or at noon. 
Many of the men, 
not fully 
under­ 
standing the law, counted upon getting 
out as usual, but when carriages were 
sent for them, they were not allowed to 
go. Even the overseers were obliged to 
conform to the general rule. 
The fact th at no penalty is attached to 
the law is not generally deemed of much 
consequence. 
The m anagers of the largo 
mills are willing enough to comply with 
the term s of the law, but say In effect 
they cannot be compelled to pay em­ 
ployes for work they do not perform, 
and th at they do not propose to do so, 
It Is possible th a t hereafter the polls 
In Lowell may be opened a t 4.30 or 5. 
o’clock, 
to enable the 
mills to begin 
work at the usual hour.

NCE a pain have football players 


begun to deplore the lack of an 
arrangement whereby may be 
determined tho champion eleven 
of the country or at least the un- 


disputed leaders of the western or east- 


. erri organizations. 
The sectional cham- 


plons can be-determined only by com- 
parison according to the present schema 
of schedule making; and when It comes 
io deciding upon the national cham- 
pions only conjecture of the wildest sort 
is available. 


Clearly a sport so widely patronized 


as football should be conducted en a 
national basis by an association formed 
of representatives of colleges eligible to 
a ranking In the "big six" in the east 
and the "big nine" In the west. The 
•westerners could submit their schedules 
to a committee appointed to see thai 
every large team met its prominent ri- 
vals, the eleven finishing the series with 
the best record to meet the eastern 
Champion, chosen in the same manner.

handling and passing the ball. In re- 
illty it can be worked up so that It be- 
comes one of the leading elements of an 
clsven. A quarterback should never be 
die. After he has passed the ball to the 
rusher he should either got- into inter- 
'erence ahead of the ball or stay behind 
the runner and ; help to push him 
through an opening. To my mind, the 
ability of a quarter to do these things 
determines his value, for J believe any 
man can become competent in passing 
the ball by continued practice. 


"It 13 essential that the quarter han 


die the ball cleanly and quickly. The 
success of tho play greatly depends on 
thfs. 


"For plays between guard and tackle,] 


tackle and end and around the tend thei 
ball should be passed—that Is, tossed—' 
to the runner. For plays between guard 
and center, also when linemen are to 
run. 
the ball should bo handed to the 


runner. 


"In passing for a kick some quarters 


use the round arm, some the underhand 
pass, cither with or without a step. 
Whichever way Is easier or quicker for 
a man should be used. 


"After passing for a kick the quarter 


should turn to help block any one com- 
ing through to atop It. 


"When the opponents have the ball, 


the quarter is free to go wherever he 
will, but tho position from which he 
can do the most good 15 about three 
yards behind the center, from which po- 
filllon he can readily go to tho aid of 


:he center or either end, according to 
the direction of the attacking play. 


"A quarter unless he be of heavy 


aulld should never permit himself to be 
drawn into the. line, but should ajtfaft 
in opportunity to get a clear path be- 
fore he tackles."

ENGLISH BOXERS. 


This Is what Charlie "White says of 


the English boxer: 


"The English fighters are splendidly 


developed nnd adopt the fairest tactics, 
but they do not think as quickly as the 
Americana. As a rule, they do not pos- 
sess the same amount of natural intel- 
ligence and cleverness as the flghterb 
In this country. English boxers—and 
there are more boxers than fighters 
over there—are constantly looking to 
score points with the left hand, where 


Americana use both hands with 


equal effect. 


"There are no good heavyweights In 


England for the reason that there are 
no Inducements for the development of 
such pugilists. In a word, there are no 
large puracs hung up. This Is due to 
the fact that there are not enough first 
class boxing clubs In Great Britain to 
rmnir up the coin. The National Sport- 
ing club Is the only organization of any 
account, and only purses are offered 
there. 


"There is a law against prizefighting 


in England, but there-is also a statute 
that permits boxing for points. Boxers 
are never arrested except In case of fa 
talltles." 


FINDING AND SHOOTING 


THE. GRIZZLY. BEAR. 


A number of -Washinglonlans who arc 


devoted sportsmen aro In tho habit of 
"pending several .weeks In. th'o Rocky 
mountains -during October and early 
November hunting big game. Tho pres- 
ident IB not the only prominent man In 
the capital who Is devoted to the rifle, 
an qeveral others ;make their autumn 
pilgrimages with varying success. V 
' The grizzly bear IB always a coveted 
prize.and seldom secured. For the pur- 
pone of gathering information regard- 
Ing the best method of bagging this 
monarch of the forest Elmer D. Frank, 
a well known •svesterni man, now a resi- 
dent of Washington, hns been Inter- 
viewed. Mr. Frank has killed forty- 
eight grizzly bears and Is therefore 
competent to speak on this question. 


"Comparatively few hunters in the 


nbcky mountains succeed in bagging 
bears in any considerable number," said 
Ifr. Frank. "This Is not because bruin, 
like the buffalo, has'become a rarity^ 
but simply for the reason that his hab- 
its are n(ot generally, understood. It the 
same degree of intelligence and per- 
sistence should be exercised in pursu- 
ng him as is divoted to the elk and 
deer, the number of disappointed hunt- 
era would be reduced to a minimum 
This .suggestion not only comprehends 
the 'silver tip' or grizzly, but the cin- 
namon,1 brown and black bears as well.

ment on her previous works.

"An A m erican Invasion” is a rath er 
jumbled story of a "Y ankee m an” who 
la trying in C alcutta to get a contract 
to drain the city. H is plans and speci­ 
fications are kept under lock and key, 
but the anim osity of the E nglish offi­ 
cers of public works is not so hidden, 
and even foul m eans appear to them 
justifiable to outw it the schem ing Y an­ 
kee. 
A woman is used as a tool to steal the 
draw ings in order th a t they may be 
copied if they prove to contain any 
ideas not already fam iliar to an oppos­ 
ing bidder for the engineering tvork.

In the 
end, afte r a scene between the Am er­ 
ican and the widow, the papers are 
found intact, and all ends well. 
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Stars Not Fitted. 
The typical American, with his quick­ 
ness. sharpness and native individual­ 
ity. is not in Dodson’s line. 
The gen­ 
tleman is a very fine actor, and I was 
conscious all evening of a sense of irri­ 
tation that not a moment was offered 
him in which he might show' his best 
work. It seem s a pity to w aste a good 
man in a part unsuited to him. 
The 
role was one easy enough to play, but 
the beauty of J. E. Dodson’s work is 
its even quietness, reserve and depth. 
The work he did in "Miranda of the 
Balcony” was on the sam e lines and, 
while well done, was not worthy of the 
man’s ability. 
In "The 
Unwelcome 
Mrs. Hatch" the part of the worthless, 
brutal husband was done to perfection. 
The role lent itself to the actor’s gen­ 
ius, and he made it a treat to those who 
witnessed it. 
The work of Annie Irish is unfortu­ 
nately alm ost always allied to parts 
unsuited to her physical appearance. 
No woman of Miss Irish's build should 
be called upon to enact the young girl.

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NCE again have football players 
begun to deplore the lack of an 
arrangement whereby may be 
determined the champion eleven 
of the country or at least the un­ 
disputed leaders of the western or east­ 
ern organizations.

through an opening. 
To my m ind, the 
ability of a q u arte r to do these things 
determ ines his value, for I believe any 
m an can become com petent in passing 
the ball by continued practice. 
"It is essential th a t the q u arter h an ­ 
dle the ball cleanly and quickly. 
The 
success of the play greatly depends on 
this. 
"F o r plays betw een guard and tackle, 
tackle and end and around the tend the 
bail should be passed—that Is. tossed— 
to the runner. F or plays between guard 
and center, also when linemen are to 
run, the bali should be handed to the 
runner. 
"In passing for a kick some q u arte rs 
use the round arm , some the underhand 
pass, either w ith or w ithout a step. 
W hichever way is easier or quicker for 
a m an should bo used. 
“A fter passing for a kick the q u arter 
should turn to help block any one com ­ 
ing through to stop it. 
"W hen the opponents have the ball, 
the quarter is free to go w herever he 
will, but the position from w hich he 
can do the m ost good is about three 
yards behind the center, from which po­ 
sition he can readily go to the aid of 


the center or either end, according to 
the direction of the attac k in g play. 
"A q u arte r unless he be of heavy 
build should never perm it him self to be 
draw n into the line, but should aj^alt 
an opportunity to get a clear p ath be­ 
fore he tackles.”

A num ber of W ashingtonians who are 
devoted sportsm en are in the h ab it of 
spending several w eeks in the Rocky 
m ountains during O ctober and early 
N ovem ber hunting big gam e. The pres­ 
ident is not the only prom inent m an in 
the capital who is devoted to the rifle, 
as several others m ake their autum n 
pilgrim ages w ith v ary in g success. 
The grizzly bear is alw ays a coveted 
prize and seldom secured. F o r the p u r­ 
pose of g athering inform ation reg ard ­ 
ing the best m ethod of bagging this 
m onarch of the forest E lm er D. F rank. 
a well known w estern m an, now a resi­ 
dent of W ashington, has been in te r­ 
viewed. 
Mr. F ra n k has killed forty- 
eight grizzly bears and is therefore 
com petent to speak on this question. 
"C om paratively few hunters in the 
Rocky m ountains succeed in bagging 
bears in any considerable num ber," said 
Mr. F ran k . "This is not because bruin, 
like the buffalo, has become a rarity , 
but sim ply for the reason th a t his hab­ 
its are not generally understood. If the 
sam e degree of intelligence and per­ 
sistence should be exercised In p u rsu ­ 
ing him a s is devoted to the elk and 
deer, *he num ber of disappointed h u n t­ 
ers would be reduced to a m inim um . 
This suggestion not only com prehends 
the 'silver tip* or grizzly, but the cin­ 
nam on, brow n and black bears as well. 
"T he average h u n ter departing from 
cam p hoping to run across ’E p h raim ’ 
incidentally while in quest of other 
gam e is alm ost invariably doomed to 
disappointm ent. 
H e m ight cam p upon 
a n d h u n t over a section of country 
w herein bears are plentiful for a m onth 
or m ore—w here they are so num erous 
perhaps as to preclude the leaving over 
night of a carcass of elk or deer w ith­ 
out its being eaten or destroyed—and 
yet in all th a t period he m ay fall to get 
sight of a solitary one. 
The reason is 
obvious. 
"In the first place, b ru in ’s senses are 
m uch m ore acute th an he is generally 
credited w ith—equal a t least to any 
other wild anim al of his acquaintance. 
H is excellent judgm ent in choosing the 
m ost inaccessible places for his dens 
and ‘holdouts,’ and his nocturnal habits, 
rarely deviating therefrom , place him 
beyond the reach of the average N im ­ 
rod. 
He seldom leaves his bed before 
evening and as rarely fails to retu rn 
to it by sunrise. Only a choice m orsel 
or extrem e hunger will detain him lon­ 
ger. 
I have w atched his every m ove­ 
m ent about a carcass of elk the whole 
night through. 
"B ruin approaches the anim al ca u ­ 
tiously a t first, but a fte r he once p a r­ 
takes the sense of danger is supplanted 
by the determ ination to defend his 
feast ag ain st all com ers. 
W oe to the 
prow ling bobcat, wolf or even his lesser 
ursine brother th a t m ay attem p t to 
share his find. 
H e will gorge him self 
to the last ounce of his capacity, lie 
down aw hile and rest and then gorge 
again until early daw n. 
Then the re­ 
m ains, if of any consequence, are care­ 
fully covered 
w ith soil 
and 
sticks, 
and he takes the m ost convenient and 
easy trail to his den, to retu rn in v aria­ 
bly th irty -six hours later to clean up 
the cache. 
The word ‘inv ariab ly ’ is 
used w ithout reserve and is based on an 
experience of more th an a dozen repe­ 
titions of such an Incident. 
“If you are really h unting bears, 
those are the hours and circum stances 
under w hich you will find them if they 
are in your vicinity. 
“Bears, w hether rig h tfu lly or w rong­ 
fully, have acquired the reputation of 
being hard to kill—of possessing m uch 
more v itality and ten acity of life than 
any other species of wild anim al. This 
idea is easily accounted for. 
The four 
or five inches of h air and about as 
m any of fa t in w hich he is incased 
could be filled full of lead w ithout crip­ 
pling or seriously inconveniencing him. 
Then, again, one gets m any more shots 
a t a m oving anim al th an one standing, 
and the individual is rare indeed who 
claim s the ability to puncture the de­ 
sired spot on a rapidly running anim al. 
"W hen the gun sight covers the gam e 
under such conditions, the inclination 
is to pull the trigger and tru st to luck 
for a fa ta l shot. Should bruin be born 
under a lucky sta r and happen to be 
in bad ground and m aking good head­ 
w ay while bom barded he m ight be able 
to carry aw ay the contents of two or

by a fair m arksm an when w ithin a 
reasonable distance for accurate shoot­ 
ing. A shot in the ear, heart, through 
the shoulder or spine, and he is your 
bear. 
The two form er are alm ost in­ 
stantaneous death, although in rem ote 
instances grizzlies have been known to 
run 200 or 300 yards when hit in the 
heart and baw l ten or fifteen m inutes 
w ith p art of the brain shot aw ay.

President Roosevelt Was the

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 6— Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt was the principal guest 
Brid the orator yesterday at the sesqui­ 
centennial anniversary celebration by the 
grand lodge of Masons of Pennsylvania 
of George Washington's entrance into 
the Masonic fraternity. 
The president was met at the station 
by Grand Master K. A. Tennis and tho 
reception committee of the grand lodge, 
by whom he was escorted to Masonic 
Temple, where tho exercises began at 
noon. 
The celebration was exclusive, being 
limited to one representative from each 
subordinate lodge in this state, together 
with the members of the grand lodge 
and Its committees. 
Grand Master Ten­ 
nis delivered the address of welcome, 
Charles T. Gallagher, grand master of 
Massachusetts, responding. 
President 
Roosevelt was then introduced and spoke 
as follows: 
No m an can be insensible 
of 
honor of addressing a body Uke this 
on an occasion like this. 
I shoul

I thank you indeed for

me the chance of being present. I can

than 
rise—not to preach only~'bu1L 
tice the virtues 
we try 
to 
realize 
through masonry and to show to the

l i v e d — W ashington—the 
homage 
cf deeds, not merely words. 
One of the things th a t attracted me 
*o greatly to Masonry, th a t 
I hailed 
the chance of becoming a Mason, was 
that it really did live up to 
as a government, are pledged to—or 
treating each man on his merits and 
Ss a 
man. 
When 
Brother 
George 
Washington went into a lodge of 
a 
fraternity he went Into the one place 
In the United States where he stood 
below or above his fellows, according 
to their official positions in the lodge. 
Each one of us is naturally interest­ 
ed especially in life as he sees it from 
his own standpoint. 
Each one of us 
who is worth his salt Is trying to do 
his share in working out the problems 
that are before all of us now a t the 
beginning of 
the tw entieth century- 
And so does any man in public life 
whatever his position be, if he Is inter­ 
n e d a t heart, he has the desire to do 
Borne kind of substantial service for 
his country. 
He m ust realize 
that 
the indispensable prerequisite of suc­ 
cess under our institutions Is genuine­ 
ness In the spirit of brotherhood. The 
lesson of brotherhood first and fore­ 
most is to learn th a t lesson with, a full 
heart on the one hand and without a 
weak head on the other, the lesson of 
brotherhood—that is 
the 
lesson 
that 
has got to be learned and applied to 
us as a people if we are to solve the 
ijreat industrial and social problems 
nf today. 
If we could 
get 
wage 
workers and employers of 
any given 
occupation or in any given district to 
a lodge 
together. I guarantee 
he re­ 
sult. 
I guarantee w hat will happen. 
Masonry teaches and fosters In 
the 
man the qualities 
of self-respect and 
•self-help; 
the qualities th a t make a 
man fit to stand by himself, and yet it 
must forestall every one who 
appre­ 
ciates as it should be aporeciated, the 
beautiful and 
solemn .itual; 
it m ust 
foster in him a genuine feeling for the 
fights of others and for the feelings of 
others. 
Masons help one another in a way 
that 
Is free 
from that curse of self- 
condemnation. Now, in our life of to­ 
day we need 
most to understand 
the 
other's view point; to understand that 
the other man 
Is a t the 
bottom like 
himself. 
Each 
of us 
should under 
stand th a t and try to approach the sub 
lect at issue or any th a t arises with a 
firm determination 
not to be weak or 
foolish. T h at is helpful to your neigh 
bor. 
W eakness and folly and timidity are 
not helpful to your neighbor. 
Timid 
endurance 
of wrong doing may often 
be to com mit one of the greatest evils 
that 
one possibly can commit against 
one’s fellows, but we will acknowledge 
that while 
insisting upon 
that, there 
must be no yielding to wrong and yet 
it Is ever necessary to remember that 
you cannot 
appreciate the rights 
of 
the case until you are able to fee and 
understand how 
your neighbor looks 
at It. how' he Is affected 
by it. 
You 
lake any lodge where, as Is the case in 
our own little lodge, you see the capi­ 
talist and 
wage 
worker, 
men of all 
classes, men of every kind of social po­ 
sition and wealth and see them m eet­ 
ing together 
as Masons In the fullest 
Bene# of the word, 
with a feeling for 
me another, that goes 
with masonry 
When one sees a lodge such as that, a 
meeting such as that, one sees how a 
jerkin 
small 
fragm ent of our Indus­ 
trial problem Is to be solved. 
And so 
ive can practically learn from Washi­ 
ngton how to deal with the problems 
)f today. 
It was not W ashington’s genius alone 
hat made him a great man of all time. 
I’OU. worshipful grand m aster, here to- 
iay spoke of the great collocal world 
lgurcs of Alexander, 
of the career 
>f Hannibal, 
the mightiest warrior of 
he 
ages; 
of Caesar and 
Napoleon, 
•ach of whom combined In a wonderful 
legree 
the capacities of emperor, rul- 
t and law' giver. 
Great men but twice 
ortunate the nations that numbers no 
me of them among Its men. 
Groat 
men who 
loom ever 
larger 


through the ages, but well it is for us 
th a t we see their 
figures through the 
mists across the seas. Great men, but 
a greater 
far 
was W ashington; 
a 
greater far was th a t man who should 
have been a Mason—Abraham Lincoln. 
Great men, but less great than our he­ 
roes because our heroes really did have 
it in them to prefer their fellow men to 
themselves; to prefer the state to their 
ambition, to their own fancies or real 
well-being, 
because our heroes 
were 
heroes 
for us prim arily and not for 
themselves. 
We are not here to have a chance, any 
of us. to do any work that remotely ap­ 
proaches the work done by them. But 
each of us has his work and accordingly. 
as all of us do or do not do our ta.^ks 
In the spirit In which Washington and 
Lincoln did theirs will be judged. Ac­ 
cording as this is done or not done will 
this nation succeed or fall In the century 
which has opened before us. 
Washington and Lincoln—Washington, 
who when he came into a lodge of free 
and accepted Masons, came In on an ex­ 
act equality with any humble farmer or 
mechanic or any one else who was In 
that lodge. 
Washington, the Virginia 
country gentleman, 
the gentleman of 
good standing, a man brought up for 
v/ork. Of course no man can be a good 
citizen or do good for our government 
if he has not been brought up for work, 
but he Is brought up to 
work 
under 
broader, easier and softer conditions than 
the majority of his fellows. Washington 
on one side and Lincoln on the other. 
Lincoln, the uncouth farmer boy, was 
reared in the grinding toil and poverty of 
a small cabin on the frontier. The man 
who worked with his hands; the man 
who never knew what It was to walk 
in the soft places of the earth and who 
made his way up until In our pantheon 
his figure stands beside the dead hero of 
Mount Vernon. 
Washington and 
Lin­ 
coln, we look at them In this country 
alike. We are Incapable of looking down 
on Lincoln because of his 
birth 
and 
bringing up. We are incapable if we are

The raising of the Irish national de­ 
fence 
fund 
will be the 
most telling 
answ er we can 
give to the brutal In­ 
solence of Balfour, and the wanton co­ 
ercion of W yndham. 
Money more than any other weapon. 
makes England formidable to Ireland. 
W ithout It. she would be powerless to 
enchain her victim, because she m atch­ 
es cupidity against courage and venal­ 
ity against virtue.

Tho textile manufacturing corporations 


In this city observed the law by opening 
tho mills at 8 o'clock Instead of 6.30 na 
uaual. All employes will loae 1 1-2 hours' 
pay In consequence. 


Outside of the textile mills the spirit 


of the law was observed by permitting 
men to go out during1 tho day to vote. 
3n tho large patent medicine houses the 
voting employes wore authorized not to 
report for work until 8 o'clock, no charge 
upon their tlmo bslng^ mado. 


Tho action of the textile manufacturing 


companies was uniform and determined 
upon by previous agreement. It Is un- 
derstood that they aro prepared if called 
upon to test the constitutionality of the 
law, not only in respect to the dockage 
of pay, but as to tho power of the le'g-lH- 
lature to Interfere In the contracts be- 
tween employer and employe. 


The early morning voting 
-waa 
In- 


creased a little, but In tho Judgment of 
precinct officers, nowhere In proportion 
to the degree- that might have been ex- 
pected. More than 20,000 women workers 
are obliged to lose I 1-2 hour's work each 
and pay therefore. Some of them ob 
Jected strenuously. Tho largest- vote ol 
mill workers was throwndurlnR tho noon 
hour aa usual. Tho majority, if they 
voted at all, slipped Into a booth on thotr 
way to work or at noon. 


Many of the men, 
not" fully 
under- 


standing the law, counted upon getting 
out a a uaual, but when carriages were 
aent for them, they were not allowed to 
go..

BOSTON, N ov. 6—The gold w atch of 
Clara Morton, th e M cLean hospital laun­ 
dress who w as killed Saturday evening 
and w hose m urder A. G. M ason of B os­ 
ton, Is charged, has been found In a B os­ 
ton p a w l shop and the B aston police ara 
searching for a negro who Is s a il to have 
sold the article. 
The man w anted Is described a s a nc- 
gio, abr ut 21 years old, and C hief W atts 
of E celon does not conceal 
Ills belief 
that he m urdered M iss M orton and that 
M ason, who is now held in 
M iddlesex 
county jail, w ithout ball, is innocent. 
The discovery of the m urdered w om ­ 
an's w atch and the evidence th at it w as 
pawned by a negro adds a new m ystery 
to the case w hich has already presented 
unusual featu res. 
Two days ago the state police arrest­ 
ed A. G. M ason, the business m an and 
club m ember of Boston, on suspicion of 
having killed M iss Morton. 
A fter a day’s 
investigation, th e authorities w ere con­ 
vinced that M ason could estab lish an al­ 
ibi and they announced that he would be 
released, but during the succeeding night 
w itnesses 
w ere 
found 
who 
positively 
identified M ason os one who they had 
seen 
in 
W averley 
where 
th e 
murder 


w as com m itted on Saturday night. 
On the strength of this evidence, y e s­ 
terday a w arrant charging Mason w ith 
m u rd e r w as issued and he w as hold w ith ­ 
out ball until n ext Tuesday. 
All day 
y e sterd a y the sta te officers were 
busy 
accum ulating evidence and It w as un­ 
derstood that It looked dark for the ac­ 
cused man. 
M eanw hile the Boston police had found 
trace of M iss M orton’s w atch and late 
yesterday, the article w as found in 
paw n shop in th is city. 


On learning that a negro had pawned 
the w atch and gettin g a description of 
him. C hief W atts at once started out a 
crowd of inspectors and special officers 
who w ere on the hunt all night w ithout 
finding the man. 
A s there have been a num ber of assault 
cases in this city in w hich the principal 
has 
been 
described 
a s a negro, C hief 
W atts considered th is new phase of the 
W averley affair as very im portant. Ile 
said today; 
“T his lets Mason out of It altogeth er.” 
The ch ief said he w as using every re­ 
source of the police departm ent to locate 
the negro and expressed confidence th at 
he w ould be caught w ithin 48 hours.

Preparing to Act 


DO NOT LIKE TO CLOSE THE 


MILLS 


For Two Hours on Election 
Day 


The textile m anufacturing corporations 


In this city observed the Jaw by opening 


tho m ills at 8 o'clock Instead o f 6.30 aa 
usual. All em ployes w ill lose I 1-2 hours' 


pay In consequence. 
O utside of the textile m ills the spirit 
o f the law w a s observed by perm itting 
m en to go out during the day to vote. 
In the large patent m edicine houses the 
voting em ployes w ere authorized not to 
report for w ork until 8 o’clock, no charge 
upon their tim e being made. 
The action of the textile m anufacturing 
com panies w as uniform and determ ined 
upon by previous agreem ent. 
It is un­ 
derstood th at th ey are prepared lf called 
upon to test th e con stitutionality of the 
law , not only In 
respect to th e dockage 
of pay, but as to the power of the leg is­ 
lature to Interfere In the con tracts be­ 
tw een em ployer and em ploye. 
The early 
m orning voting 
w as 
In­ 
creased a little, but In the Judgm ent of 
precinct officers, nowhere In proportion 
to the degree th at m ight have been ex ­ 
pected. More th an 20,000 wom en workers 
are obliged to lose I 1-2 hours w ork each 
and pay therefore. 
Borne of them ob­ 
jected strenuously. 
The largest vote of 
m ill workers w as thrown during the noon 
hour 
a s usual. 
The 
m ajority, 
if they 
votpd at all, slipped Into a booth on their 
w ay to work or at noon. 
M any of the m en. 
not fully 
under­ 
standing the law . counted upon gettin g 
out as usual, but when carriages were 
sen t for them , th ey were not allow ed to 
go. 
Even the overseers were obliged to 
conform to the general rule. 
The fact that no penalty hi attached to 
the law is not generally deemed of much 
consequence. 
T he m anagers of the largo 
m ills are w illing enough to com ply w ith 
the term s o f th e law, but say In effect 
they cannot b s com pelled to 
pay em ­ 
ployes for w ork th ey do not perform, 
and that th ey do not propose to do so. 
It is possible th a t hereafter the polls 
In Low ell m ay be opened at 4.30 or 5. 
o ’clock,

for the work of inquiry because he was 
thoroughly fam iliar with the country 
In which the supposed boundary stones 
exist. 
He spent much of 
the 
past 
sum m er in the region and 
now 
has 
reached a conclusion. 
The state

partm ent at this time will not make 
the report public. 
The inquiry is re 
garded as but one chapter in a long 
series of investigations 
which 
have 
been going on for the past ten years 
under the auspices of the 
sta te 
de 
partm ent. 
It is said that the depart 
ment has investigated promptly every 
rum or bearing on the 
existence 
of 
boundary m onum ents which present 
ed the least appearance of jiiauslbll 
Ity. 
Lieut. Em m ons declares th a t he 
has not breathed a word of the nature 
of his conclusions to anyone except 
the officials here in W ashington. 
Still 
it is regarded as a fair conjecture that 
he has not found the stones reported 
to exist to be boundary monuments, 
else the state departm ent would regard 
it as Incumbent upon It to take steps 
to bring that fact to the attention of 
tho British governm ent with a view to 
securing a rectification of the tem por­ 
ary boundary.

Clearly a sport so widely patronized 
as football should be conducted on a 
national basis by an association formed 
of representatives of colleges eligible to 
a ranking in the "big six1' in the east 
and the "big nine" In the west.

The position of quarterback Is nnc of 
he most Important on a team, and Phil 
<lng, the .ex-Princeton star, now coach 
at the University ot Wisconsin, has 
some Interesting things to say concern- 
'ng the playing of It. He says: 


"The 
position of' quarterback 
Is 


thought by mnny to consist of merely 
handling and passing the ball. In re- 
illty It can be worked up so that It be- 
comes one of the leading elements of an 
elsven. A quarterback should never be 
die. After lie has passed the ball to the 
rusher he should cither get into inter- 
ference ahead of the ball or slay behind 
the runner and help to push him 
through an opening:. To my mind, the 
ability of a quarter to do these things 
determines his value, for I believe any 
man can become'competent in passing 
the ball by continued practice. 


"It Is essential that the quarter han- 


dle the hall cleanly and quickly. The 
success of the play greatly depends on 
this. 


"For play.i between guard and tackle, 


tackle and end and around the tend the 
hall should be passed—that is, tossed— 
to the runner. For plays between guard 
ana center, also when linemen are to 
run, the ball should be handed to the 
runner. 


"In passing for a kick some quarters 


use the round arm, some the underhand 
pass, either with or without a step. 
Whichever way is easier or quicker for 
a man should be used. 


"After passing for a kick the quarter 


should turn to help block any one corn- 
Ing through to stop It. 


•When the opponents have tha ball 


the quarter Is free to go wherever he 
will, but the position from which he 
czr. do the most good !d '.bout three 
yards behind the center, from which po- 
sition he can readily go to tho aid of 


:he center or either end, according to 
the direction of the attacking play. 


'A quarter unless he be of heavy 


3ulld should never permit himself to be 
drawn into the line, but should await 
an opportunity to get a clear path be- 
fore he tackles."

THE GRIZZLY BEAR. 


A' number of Washinglonlans who are 


devoted sportsmen are In tho habit-of 
spending several weeks-'in: tho Rocky 
mountains during- October and early 
November hunting big game. The pres- 
dent Is not the only prominent man in 
the capital who is devoted to -the rifle, 
as several others,' make their autumn 
pilgrimages with varying success. 


The grizzly bear Is always a. coveted 


prize and seldom secured. For the pur- 
pose, of gathering Information regard- 
Ing the beat method of bagging this 
monarch of the forest Elmer IX Frank, 
a well known western man, now a resi- 
dent of Washington, has been Inter- 
viewed. Mr. Frnnk has killed forty- 
eight grizzly bears and Is therefore 
competent to speak on this question. 


"Comparatively few hunters In the 


Hocky mountains succeed In bagging 
Jears In any considerable number," said 
Mr. Frank- "This is not because bruin, 
like the buffalo, has become a rarity, 
but simply for the reason that his hab- 
its are not generally understood. If the 
same degree of Intelligence and per- 
sistence should be exercised in pursu- 
ing him aB Is devoted to the elk and 
deer, the number of disappointed hunt- 
ers would be reduced to a minimum. 
This suggestion not only comprehends 
the 'silver; tip' or grizzly, but the cin- 
namon, brown and black bears as well. 


"Tho average hunter departing from 


camp hoping to run across 'Kphraim' 
incidentally while in quest of other 
game is almost Invariably doomed to 
disappointment. He might camp upon 
and hunt over a section of country 
wherein bears are plentiful for a month 
or more—where they are so numerous 
perhaps aa to preclude the leaving over 
night of a carcass of elk or deer with- 
out its being eaten or destroyed—and 
yet In all that period he may fail to gel 
sight of a solitary one. The reason Is 
obvious.- . 


"Xn the first place, bruin's senses are 


much more acute than he Is generally 
credited "with—equal at• least to any 
other wild animal.of his. acquaintance 
His excellent Judgment In choosing the 
most- Inaccessible places for his dens 
and ^holdouts,' and his nocturnal habits 
rarely deviating therefrom, place him 
beyond the reach of the .average Nlm- 
roil. 'He seldom leaves his bed before 
evening and as rarely falls to. return 
to it by sunrise. Only a choice morse 
or extreme hunger will detain him lon- 
ger. 
I'have watched his every move 


ment about a carcass of elk the whole 
night through.. 
. 


"Bruin . approaches the animal cnu 


tlously at first, but after he once par- 
takes the sense of danger Is supplanted 
by the determination to defend hh 
feast against all comers. Woe to thi 
prowling bobcat, wolf or even his lessei 
ursine brother that may attempt to 
share his find. He wilt gorge hlmsel 
to the last ounce of his capacity, Hi 
down awhile and rest and then gorgi 
again until early dawn. Then the re 
mains, if of any consequence,-are care 
fully covered with soli and 
sticks 


and.he takes the most convenient anc 
easy trail to his den. to return Invarla 
bly thirty-six hours later to clean up 
the cache. 
The word 'Invariably' I 


used without reserve and Is based on an 
experience of more than a'dozen repe 
tltlons of such an Incident. . 


"If you are really hunting bears 


thnse arn the hours and circumstance 
under which you will find them if thej 
are in your vicinity. 


"Bears, whether rightfully or -wrong 


fully, have acquired the reputation o 
being hard to kill—of possessing much 
more vitality and tenacity of life than 
any oilier species of wild animal. Thl

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Need of Changes 
In the Rules . . . 
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NCE again have football players 
begun to deplore the lack of an 
arrangem ent whereby may be 
determined the champion eleven 
of the country or at least the un­ 
disputed leaders of the western or east­ 
ern organisations. The sectional cham ­ 
pions can be determined only by com­ 
parison according to the present scheme 
of schedule making, and when it comes 
to deciding upon the national cham ­ 
pions only conjecture of the wildest sort 
Is available. 
Clearly a sport so widely patronized 
as football should be conducted on a 
national basis by an association formed 
of representatives of colleges eligible to 
a ranking in the "big six” in the east 
and the ’’big nine” In the west. 
The 
westerners could submit their schedules 
to a committee appointed to see that 
every large team met Its prominent ri­ 
vals, the eleven finishing the series with 
the best record to meet the eastern 
champion, chosen in the same manner.

The position of quarterback is one of 
the most im portant on a team, and Phil 
King, the ex-Prlnceton star, now coach 
at the University of Wisconsin, has 
some interesting things to say concern­ 
ing the playing of it. He says: 
“The 
position 
of 
quarterback 
is 
thought by many to consist of merely 
handling and passing the ball. 
In re­ 
ality it can be worked up so that It be­ 
comes one of the leading elements of an 
eleven. A quarterback should never be 
Idle. After he has passed the ball to the 
rusher he should either get Into inter­ 
ference ahead of the ball or stay behind 
the runner and 
help to push 
him 
through an opening. To my mind, the 
ability of a quarter to do these things 
determines his value, for I believe any 
man can become competent in passing 
the ball by continued practice. 
“It Is essential th at the quarter han­ 
dle the ball cleanly and quickly. 
The 
success of the play greatly depends on 
this. 
"For plays between guard and tackle, 
tackle and end and around the tend the 
ball should be passed—that is, tossed— 
to the runner. For plays between guard 
and center, also when linemen are to 
run. the ball should be handed to the 
runner. 
"In passing for a kick some quarters 
use the round arm, some the underhand 
pass, either with or without a step.

A number of W ashingtonians who are 
devoted sportsmen are in the habit of 
spending several weeks In the Rocky 
mountains during October and early 
November hunting big game. The pres­ 
ident is not the only prominent man In 
the capital who is devoted to the rifle, 
as several others make their autum n 
pilgrimages with varying success. 
The grizzly bear is always a coveted 
prize and seldom secured. For the pur­ 
pose of gathering information regard­ 
ing the best method of bagging this 
monarch of the forest Elmer D. Frank, 
a well known western man, now a resi­ 
dent of W ashington, has been inter­ 
viewed. 
Mr. F rank has killed forty- 
eight grizzly bears and Is therefore 
competent to speak on this question. 
“Comparatively few hunters In the 
Rocky m ountains succeed In bagging 
bears In any considerable num ber,” said 
Mr. Frank. "This is not because bruin, 
like the buffalo, has become a rarity, 
but simply for the reason that his hab­ 
its are not generally understood. If the 
sam e degree of intelligence and per­ 
sistence should be exercised in pursu­ 
ing him as is devoted to the elk and 
deer, the num ber of disappointed hunt­ 
ers would be reduced to a minimum. 
This suggestion not only comprehends 
the ‘silver tip’ or grizzly, but the cin­ 
namon, brown and black bears as well. 
"The average hunter departing from 
camp hoping to run across ‘Ephraim ’ 
Incidentally while in quest of other 
game is alm ost invariably doomed to 
disappointment. 
He m ight camp upon 
and hunt over a section of country 
wherein bears are plentiful for a month 
or more—where they are so numerous 
perhaps as to preclude the leaving over 
night of a carcass of elk or deer w ith­ 
out its being eaten or destroyed—and 
yet in all that period he m ay fail to get 
sight of a solitary one. The reason is 
obvious. 
"In the first place, bruin’s senses are 
much more acute than he is generally 
credited with—equal at least to any 
other wild anim al of his acquaintance 
His excellent Judgment In choosing the 
most Inaccessible places for his dens 
and ‘holdouts,’ and his nocturnal habits, 
rarely deviating therefrom, place him 
beyond the reach of the average Nim 
rod. 
He seldom leaves his bed before 
evening and as rarely fails to return 
to it by sunrise. Only a choice morsel 
or extreme hunger will detain him lon­ 
ger. 
I have watched his every move­ 
m ent about a carcass of elk the whole 
night through. 
"Bruin approaches the anim al cau­ 
tiously at first, but after he once par­ 
takes the sense of danger is supplanted 
by the determ ination to defend his 
feast against all comers. 
Woe to the 
prowling bobcat, wolf or even his lesser 
ursine brother th at may attem pt to 
share his find. 
He will gorge himself 
to the last ounce of his capacity, lie 
down awhile and rest and then gorge 
again until early dawn. 
Then the re­ 
mains, if of any consequence, are care­ 
fully covered with soil 
and sticks, 
and he takes the most convenient and 
easy trail to his den, to return invaria­ 
bly thirty-six hours later to clean up 
the cache. 
The word ‘invariably’ is 
used without reserve and is based on an 
experience of more than a dozen repe­ 
titions of such an incident. 
"If you are really hunting bears, 
those are the hours and circumstances 
under which you will find them if they 
are in your vicinity, 
"Bears, w hether rightfully or wrong­ 
fully, have acquired the reputation of 
being hard to kill—of possessing much 
more vitality and tenacity of life than 
any other species of wild animal. This 
idea Is easily accounted for. The four 
or five Inches of hair and about as 
many of fat in which he is .incased 
could be filled full of lead without crip­ 
pling or seriously inconveniencing him. 
Then, again, one gets many more shots 
at a moving anim al than one standing, 
and the individual is rare indeed who 
claims the ability to puncture the de­ 
sired spot on a rapidly running animal.

I can 
speak with a freedom here that is im ­ 
possible anywhere else 
and 
with 
a 
certainty of not being misunderstood. 
It seems to me that that which 
this 
country needs more 
than 
everything 
else—not to preach only—but to prac­ 
tice the virtues 
we try 
to 
realize 
through masonry and to show to the 
memory of the greatest 
Mason that 
»ver 
lived—W ashington—the 
homage 
of deeds, not merely words. 
’ One of the things that attracted me 
so greatly to Masonry, that 
I hailed 
the chance of becoming a Mason, was 
that it really did live up to what we 
as a government, are pledged to—of 
treating each man 
on his merits and 
is a 
man. 
When 
Brother 
George 
W ashington went into a lodge of 
fraternity he went into tho one place 
In the United States where he stood 
below or above his fellows, according 
to their official positions in the lodge. 
Each one of us is naturally interest- 
»d especially in life as he sees It from 
bis own standpoint. 
Each one of us 
who is worth his salt Is trying to do 
his share in working out the problems 
that are before all of us now at the 
beginning of 
the twentieth century. 
And so does any man in public life 
whatever his position be, if he is inter- 
»sted at heart, he has the desire to do 
some kind of substantial service for 
his country. 
He m ust realize 
that 
the indispensable prerequisite of suc­ 
cess under our institutions is genuine­ 
ness in the spirit of brotherhood. The 
lesson of brotherhood first and fore­ 
most Is to learn that lesson with a full 
heart on the one hand and without a 
weak head on 
the other, the lesson of 
brotherhood—that is 
the 
lesson 
that I 
bas got to be learned and applied to 
us as a people if we are to solve the 
sreat industrial and social problems 
af today. 
If •we could 
get 
wage 
forkers and employers of 
any given 
occupation or in any given distrlet to 
a lodge together, I guarantee 
he re­ 
sult. 
I guarantee what w ill happen. 
Masonry teaches and fosters In 
the 
man the qualities 
of self-respect and 
self-help: 
the qualities that 
make a 
man fit to stand by himself, and yet it 
must forestall every one who 
appre­ 
ciates as it should be apnrecisited, the 
beautiful and 
solemn ritual; 
it must 
foster in him a genuine feeling for the 
fights of others and for the feelings of 
others. 
Masons help one another In a w ay 
that 
is free 
from that curse of self- 
condemnation. Now, in our life of to- 
la y we need 
most to understand 
the 
other’s view point; to understand that 
the other man 
is at the 
bottom like 
himself. 
'E ach 
of us 
should under­ 
stand that and try to approach the sub­ 
ject at Issue or any that arises with a 
firm determination 
not to be weak or 
foolish. That is helpful to your neigh­ 
bor. 
W eakness and folly and timidity are 
not helpful to your neighbor. 
Timid 
endurance 
of wrong doing may often 
be to commit one of the greatest evils 
that 
one possibly can commit against 
one’s fellows, but we will acknowledge 
that while 
insisting upon 
that, there 
must be no yielding to wrong and yet 
It 
Is ever necessary to remember that 
you cannot 
appreciate the rights 
the case until you are able to see a 
understand how 
your neighbor looks 
at It, how he is affected 
by It. 
You 
take any lodge where, as Is the case In 
our own little lodge, you see the capi­ 
talist and 
wage 
worker, 
men of all 
classes, men of every kind of social po­ 
sition and wealth and see them m eet­ 
ing together 
as Masons in the fullest 
sense of the 
word, 
with a feeling for 
fine another, that goes 
with masonry 
When one sees a lodge such as that, a 
meeting such as that, one sees how a

up. There are two things to be remem­ 
bered. 
There is just that much of

temptation before our people, a tempts 
tion that is just as important to be over 
come and thrust to one side, the tempt­ 
ation to defy improperly the lack of 
material being; the lack of success. 
To flatter or cringe to the powerful are 
now vices in contradistinction to one an­ 
other: they are the same kind of a vice 
in different manifestations; 
the 
dema­ 
gogue and the courtier. These are les­ 
sons to learn from Washington’s own ca­ 
reer. Washington did his work not only 
because It was given him. but because 
he possessed to a marked degree, the 
qualities that every one of us has In him 
if he chooses to develop them; because 
his name was a synonym for honesty, 
courage, common sense—the three qual­ 
ities for the lack of which no brilliancy, 
no genius can tone, whether in a man or 
in a nation. 
Our system of government is the best 
In the world for a people able to carry' it 
on. If each of us strives to have the 
citizenship of our country carried on in 
accordance with the basic principle of 
masonry and lf each of us shows accord­ 
ing to nls power and Influence the hom­ 
age to Washington's career and life that 
is paid by the man with whom It is not 
lip loyalty, but with whom It Is the spirit 
of the heart, that must bear fruit Indeed.
